Neither house was full this morning, and in 
the Senate especially was the slim attendance 
observable. I very much question whether, if 
the point had been raised, anything over the 
number absolutely requisite for the transac- 
tion of business would have been found pres- 
ent. This state of things I am rather at a loss 
to account for. Several members of either 
bouse have, I am aware, gone home on indefi- 
nite leaves, and the atiraetion of Joe Jefter- 
son’s Rip Van Winkle has drawn others 
temporarily to Louisville; but these 
causes are by,no means adequate to explain 
“the beggarly account of empty’’ desks. Can 


it be that our legislators—or many of them—_ 


are grown weary in attending to the business 
that brought them to the capital, and that, so, 
instead of repairing to the State-house when 
the hour of convening arrives they seek amuse- 
ment and entertainment elsewhere, This, I 
think, can scarcely be, for however undenia- 
ble the charms of Frankfort society, the mem- 

bers of the General Assembly have hitherto, 

as arule, given the preference to business over 
pleasure. I should be sorry to think that our 
legislators are already tiring of the session for 
the reason that much of the important legis- 

lation has not yet been reached. To-morrow, 
let us hope, will show fuller houses. 

FARMERS’ AND DROVERS’ BANK. 

A bill to incorporate the Farmers’ and 
BDrover’s Bank of Louisville was reported in 
the House of Representatives to-day, and, after 
some discussion and amendments, ordered to 
be printed, and its further consideration post- 
poned to Wednesday, at half-past ten o’clock.

THE LATE CHARLES 8. MOREHEAD. 

Gen. Preston, from tle special committee to 
whom was referred the portion of the Gov- 
ernor’s message relative to the death of Ex- 
Governor Charles 8. Morehead, reported this 
morning the resolutions that appear else- 
where, and availed himself of the occasion to 
deliver a glowing tribute to the memory of 
the distinguished Kentuckian. The resolu- 
tions, it will be seen, propose the removal by 
the State of Gov. Morehead’s remains to the 
Capital Cemetery, and the erection over them 
of a suitable monument, provided the arrange- 
ment meets with the approbation of the fam- 
ily of the deceased. They were of course 
adopted by a unanimous vote. 

INSURANCE LEGISLATION. 

The special committee of the Senate, com- 
posed of Senators Cooke, Leslie and Baker; ap- 
pointed last winter to investigate the con- 
cition and management of the various life and 
fire insurance companies of the State, have 
made a very thorough investigation of the sub 
ject, and presented an elaborate report, which 
is now just printed. The information derived 
induced them to conclude that the people can 
only be protected from gross imposition from 
insurance swindles by the passage of a general 
law compelling &!1 companies to have an 
actual paid-up and deposited capital be- 
fore they can do busincss, thus making 
bogus companies imposeible. They have 
reported a bilo this effect, which is now in 
the hands of the printer, and is expected to 
ceme up ina few days, and wit! doubtiess pass, 
as the public security demands it and all sol- 
vent companies. will urge it. 8. T. Wilson, 
General Agent of the Southern Mutual Life 
Company of our city, is here, urging the pas- 
sege of such a law. The position taken by 
him is that the security of the assured should 
be Puarantecd by the State, and that any com- 

y whieh cannot stand the test of such a 
law ought to be compelled toclose up. This 
is certainly the true position. 

JUST CLAIMS.
